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REPORT 

For  the  Year  ending  30th  September,  1943. 


The  Committee  presents  the  76th  Annual  Report  to  the 
subscribers. 

The  Hospital  has  had  a  very  successful  year  and  has 
treated  no  less  than  84  in-patients  and  46  out-patients. 

Besides  local  cases  convalescents  have  been  received  from 
fifteen  hospitals  as  follows  ; — St.  Mary’s,  Paddington  ; 
King’s  College,  Denmark  Hill  ;  St.  Albans  and  Mid-Herts  ; 
East  Finchley,  Memorial  ;  Three  Counties,  Arlesey  ;  West 
Herts  ;  Mildmay  Memorial,  London  ;  Luton  and  Dunstable; 
Westminster  ;  Victoria  Hospital,  Barnet ;  Connaught,  Lon¬ 
don  ;  Epsom  and  Ewell  Cottage  ;  Bromley  and  District  ; 
Royal  Free,  London  ;  Poplar. 

The  Accounts  are  also  encouraging  as  although  subscrip¬ 
tions  and  donations  are  lower  many  generous  gifts  have 
been  received  including  the  instalment  of  an  Aga  range  with 
full  equipment  and  an  Otto  Stove  ;  the  great  increase  in 
maintenance  fees  has  more  than  covered  the  higher 
expenditure  so  that  there  is  a  balance  on  the  year’s  work¬ 
ing  ;  in  addition  the  wards  have  been  wired  for  electric 
fires  and  loud  speakers. 

The  Committee  has  suffered  a  serious  loss  by  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Mrs.  Gee,  who  for  many  years  has  been  a  most 
valuable  adviser ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  she  will  be  able 
to  return  when  war  restrictions  are  over. 

Finally  the  Committee  wish  to  acknowledge  the  inval¬ 
uable  help  rendered  by  the  local  detachment  of  the  Red 
Cross,  Essex,  194.
